Result of the Elections Throughout the Prov- 
Ince Is the Downfall of Premier 
Martin and His Party. 



Two of His Ministers Will Lose TheSr Deposits 
—Victoria Elects the Straight 
Opposition Ticket. 



Joseph Martin will not build a railway 
with the people's money for some time 
to come, nor will he have an opportunity 
to pass any more experimental legisla- 
tion. The electors of the province yes- 
terday pronounced against him, his pol- 
icy and his government in no uncertain 
terms. Of the thirty odd Martin candi- 
dates who sought the suffrages of the 
people only seven were returned, among 
those who went down being two cabinet 
ministers, Hon. J. S. Yates, who ran in 
Victoria as well as in Nanaimo, and 
the Hon. O. W. Beebe, whose first con- 
test for a seat in the legislature ended iu 
disaster, he, like Mr. Yates in Nanaimo, 
aud numerous other Martin candidates, 
contributing their $200 deposits to the 
provincial exchequet. There were not 
many surprises. The defeat of two lead- 
ers iu Vancouver, Mr. Charles Wilson 
and Mr. F. Carter-Cotton, was hardly 
expected, but nobody was doing much 
guessing about the result iu Vancouver, 
there being so many candidates iu the 
Held. Tile government ran a little 
stronger iu \ .norm thuu the betting men 
thought they would. In Esquimuit the 
two government candidates lose their 
deposits, their only consolation being 
that one of their opponents, Mr. Higgins, 
did likewise. Mr. .Eberts more thau held 
his own in his old constituency, South, 
Victoria, his majority being substan- 
tially increased. Much regret will he 
e.\piessed at the defeat of Mr. John Bry- 
den iu .North Nanaimo, he being recog- 
nized as one of the most useful mem- 
bers of the legislature. Mr. James Duus- 
muir has been backed by his employees 
in South Nanaimo, anil the expectations, 
are that his majority will be increased 
when the returns are received from the 
islands. Mr. Dickie, as was anticipated, 
has been elected in Cowichan, and the 
returns so far received from Cotuox en- 
sure the return of Mr. Mouuee. Only 
one place in Alberni has been heard 
from, but Mr. Weill's election is admit- 
ted, so that tiie only supporter the Pre- 
mier elected on the sland was Mr. Mc- 
I lines. 

On the Mainland Mr. Martin fared a 
little better, electing four members on 
the Lower Mainland, including himself 
and his finance minister, Mr. Brown, of 
New Westminster, the others being Mr. 
Oliver iu Delta, and Mr. G-ilmour in Van- 
couver. Hon. Smith Curtis defeated C. 
II. Mackintosh in Hossland, and E. O. 
Smith, the other Martiuite, hails froir 
Southeast Kootenay. Mr. Smith's elec- 
tion was somewhat, of a surprise, as it 
was thought that Mr. Ferine would eer- 
tninly carry that constituency. 

The Cotton party has suffered nearly 
as badly as the Martinites, the leader 
and his chief lieutenants, Forster and 
Denne, being caught in the avalanche of 
votes, in fact there w ill be hut three men 
who ran as supporters of Mr. Cotton in 
the next legislature. Ralph Smith, the 
labor leader, was himself elected hut will 
have no followers in the house. Hut four 
of the party lines Conservatives were 
elected, these including Mr. It. MeBride, 
who has always been a supporter of the 
present opposition. There are two Inde- 
pendents, Messrs. Green and Houston, 
both uncompromising opponents of Mr. 
Martin. 

The returns received up to an early 
hour this morning, while not complete, 
show that the opposition have IT seats 
for a certainty, while the two Cassinr 
members might also lie scored to the op- 
position, as few doubt that Messrs. Irv- 
ing and Clifford will be elected.

Victoria by the election by a hand- 
some majority repudiated Martin and 
Martinism, the Capital city joining hands 
with the rest of the province in a protest 
against the combination of a political 
farce which had brought the country into 
disrepute throughout the world. 

There was joy in the city at the an- 
nouncement. Cheer after cheer rent 
the air from the mighty throng in front 
of the Colonist when the welcome result 
of the election was announced. For IV 
time there was some doubt as to the elec- 
tion of Mr. McPhillips, the Premier 
pushing him closely for fourth place on 
the list of winners, but as the last bal- 
lots were counted it became apparent 
that Mr. Martin was doomed to the same 
defeat in Victoria which overlook his 
party all over the country.

It was an ideal day for an election, the? 
weather being perfect. The active work- 
ers of the different parties were astir 
early and shortly after the polls were 
opened the voters commenced assem- 
bling. The procession to the booths went 
on all through the day, and the best of 
good feeling prevailed. 

The crowd around the market building 
preserved good order. But one unpleas- 
ant incident occurred during the day, 
which was calculated to create trouble. 
This was the arbitrary and outrageous 
iiet of the agents of the government can- 
didates in challenging a number of voters 
and having them photographed. Only 
the ignorance of the gentlemen so treat- 
ed prevented them from protesting 
against this mode of treatment, it being 
explained by lawyers that there was no 
| law of the land which permitted the 
' photographing of any person, except a 
criminal, Without his consent. The op- 
position took early steps to acquaint, the 
voters with that fact, and circulated, 
dodgers warning the electors to be on 
their guard. On the publication of this 
circular the practice wus stopped. 

In all fairness to Returning Officer 
Tubman and his capable and hardwork- 
ing staff of assistants it cannot be said, 
rtiough the count was got through with 
at tin early hour, that the arrangements 
at tin' polling booth were of an entirely 
satisfactory character. Five separate 
squads counting the ballots while it ex- 
pedited the work, greatly hampered the 
reporters in ascertaining how the vote 
was going, and consequently for some 
lime the returns sent to the Colonist and 
other offices were made up a good deal 
by guess work, and the first bulletins 
were erroneous to some extent. Again, 
the work of counting the ballots was a 
long time in getting started, it being af- 
ter 8 o'clock before the first ballot was 
counted. .No lighting facilities fur the 
L.Mcs were provided, aud on a pinch 
coal oil lamps were pressed into service. 

Promptly at 7:30 Returning Officer 
Tubman declared the polls closed aud a 
great crowd of expectant watchers as- 
sembled outside the iron gates at the en- 
trance to the market building waiting 
for news. 

As the reports of the Martin snow un- 
der from the various points of the pro- 
vince reached the crowd cheer after 
f cheer rent the air. General regret was 
expressed at the defeat of Mr. John Bry- 
den in North Nanaimo. 

As the count of the poll in the city pro- 
ceeded it became apparent at once that 
the only matter for speculation as to the 
result was in the possibility of the de- 
feat of Mr. McPhillips. The other three 

oppositi ■andidatos led their rivals 

from the start. 

At first Air. McPhillips lagged behind 
his rival, the Premier, in the count in a 
manlier to arouse grave feelings in the 
breasts of his many friends, at one stage 
being 40 or 50 behind: but hi' caught up 
bravely and successfully in the end, as 
the result shows. 

There were tpiite .1 number of spoiled 
ballots, and the question id' their accept- 
ance or rejection caused many a lively 
disputes as the counting proceeded, the 
government scrutineers in not a few in- 
stances being obviously unfair in their 
contentions. 

While in the majority of instances the 
straight ticket was voted on both sides, 
there were many amusing and ridiculous 
combinations. For instance, there were 
ballots marked "Turner, Martin, Mc- 
Phillips and Yates"; again, "Martin, Mc- 
Phillips"; and "Martin, Hcckwith, Tur- 
j ner," in fact every conceivable nonsensi- 
! cal choice from a politician's standpoint. 
I Every few minutes the returns as far 
1 us they could be estimated were 'phoned 
i to the Colonist and immediately (lashed 
I on the screen for the information of the 
i waiting throng of people who during the 
evening had information as to the pro- 
gress of the count from all over the pro- 
vince conveyed to them without toss of 
time, through the enterprise of the Col- 
onist. The returns from the outlying 
districts were received by a C. I'. R. 
operator stationed in the business olfice. 
Long before the last ballot bad been 
j counted at the market building a great 
muss of people had assembled at that 
point and cheered the successful "Big 
Four," and when the last ballot had been 
counted the Fifth Regiment band and a 
cheering mass of people escorted Messrs. 
Helmckon. Hall, Turner and McPhillips 
to the opposition committee rooms on 
Government street, which thoroughfare 
was almost, choked with the enthusiastic 
throng. Short speeches were indulged 
by the candidates, Cnpt. Clive Phillips- 
Wollov acting as master of ceremonies, 
mid the crowd 1 wW- deliglitod with .the 
good news frpniv'alljov^r i.the province 
again related to them by the various 
speakers. Afterwards the band seren- 
aded the Colonist office, where renewed 



■beers were given. Then the crowds 
lispersed and the quiet of the Sabbath 
settled on the happy town.

Salisbury Not Disturbed 
by the Situation in 
China. 



He Keeps Cool and Calm But 
is Alert and Watch- 
ful. 



London, Juue 9. — The Chinese situa- 
tion, -which at the beginning of the week 
was merely a email cloml on the inter- 
national horizon, now overshadows every 
other topic. England, according to many 
authorities, is face to face with a crisis 
in far Eastern affairs, which, though it 
may not result iu any immediate parti- 
tion of China, must demand the part that 
England shall play, when the partition 
eventually occurs. 

•That such an emergency should have 
arisen at a moment when England is 
leuat able to utilize it, when almost all 
her hind forces are U,U00 miles from 
home, ami when there i> a para in. unit 
necessity for keeping an extra strong 
licet in European waters, i* deplored by 
all shades of statesmen and politicians. 
Lord Salisbury stands almost alone 
amidst his own party in believing that 
the results of the Boer outbreak will be 
neither serious nor permanent. The at- 
titude he adopt* toward the agitation for 
more strenuous actiou, is voiced by an 
intimate friend who said to a represen- 
tative of the Associated press: 

"Lord Salisbury believes we should be 
thankful for small mercies. The co-op- 
eration of the diplomats and naval au- 
thorities on the spot seems unusually 
harmonious. So long as that satisfactory 
Male of affairs continues, wo will lie 
eminently satisfactory ami will take no 
further steps unless one or several of the 
powers aek Great Britain's assistance to 
a scheme which appears feasible, or un- 
less Russian aggression becomes much 
more patent than it is to-day. When 
these contingencies occur, and represen- 
tatives of the various nations at I'ekin 
fail to agree, then will Lord Salisbury 
assume the initiative. At present lie is 
agreeably surprised tit the smooth pro- 
gress of the negotiations at the seat of 
disturbances, and implicitly trusts in Sir 
Claude Macdonald, the British Minister 
to China." 

It may be added that (treat Britain's 
Premier is not particularly optimistic re- 
garding the length (if time the various 
ministers and admirals iu the far East 
will co-operate so admirably. But Lord 
Salisbury is far too philosophical to bor- 
row trouble, us he does not believe in 
crossing bridges before he comes to them. 

Iu the meanwhile the members of 
overy embassy in Londou and every club, 
to say nothing of the stock exchange, 
are discussing eagerly the prospects of 
war between two of the powers arising 
from the I'ekin troubles. It is the old 
cry of "Wolf," and this time many well 
informed people are greatly inclined to 
believe the "Wolf" will materialize in the 
shape of Bussia with Japan as an op- 
ponent. 

The financial situation brought about 
by the absorbing interest with which the 
actions of the British and the other ad- 
mirals are watched, is by no means satis- 
factory to those who have any large hold- 
ings. One curious feature is the opinion 
held by many financiers that the present 
disturbance portends an increase in the 
circulation of silver with the accompany- 
ing tendency to put that metal on a pur- 
ity with cold. A well known American 
financier in Loudon explained this, point- 
ing out the fact that copper is now the 
general medium of exchange in China. 
With the ingress of Europeans, these 
cumbersome tokens would naturally he 
done away with and silver introduced in 
the most populous country in the world.

BRITISH EMIGRATION. 

Interesting Statistics From a Recent 
Parliamentary Ret urn. 

From London Times. 

The usual statistical tables relating ti 
emigration anil immigration from and in 
to tiie United Kingdom have been issued 
its a parliamentary paper. They cover 
the year 1899, and the report of Mr. A. 
E. Batemnn, of the commercial labor ami 
statistical departments of the Board of 
Trade, on them is prefixed, 

Mr. Batemun observes in his report 
thai the figures for 1S99 show tin in- 
crease, us compared with both the two 
preceding ye*ys, in the passenger move- 
ment both inwards and outwards. The 
total rctitilt-of the entire passenger move- 
ment represents a balance outwards of 
al»at 22.000 persons, a number smaller 
than in 1898 by 14,000 persons. Rea- 
sons arc given in the report for regard- 
ing this balance outwards of about 22,- 
(101) persons as the result of the net ef- 
flux on balance of about 47,400 natives, 
and a net influx on balance of 25,400 for- 
eigner*. Aiming the latter, however, are 
included 13,400 foreign sailors. With 
this deduction, then, the addition to the 
foreign population of the United King- 
dom resulting from the total passenger 
movement inwards and outwards in 1800 
may be estimated at aibout 12,000 per- 
sons. 

The total number of emigrants from 
thin country to places out of Europe was 
240,090 in 1S00, being more than in the 
preceding year by 35,525, or 17.1? per 
cent. The number was also greater than 
in 1S07, but slightly less than in 1896, 
and considerably less than the high fig- 
ures of ten years ago. The increase in 
emigration in 1899 was less among per- 
sons of British and Irish origin than 
among foreigners, the latter forming 39 
per cent, of the total emigrants, as com- 
pared with 31 per cent, in each of the 
two preceding years. The number of 
Irish emigrants increased by S.-lOo, while 
the Scottish emigrants increased by 502 
only, and the English decreased by :(,- 
270. In the inward movement of pas- 
sengers to this country from places out 
of Europe the increase was greater among 
foreign Immigrants than among British 
and Irish, the former having increased 
by 13.7(57, or 20 per cent., and the latter 
by 8,998, or 10 per cent. In 1899, for 
every 100 British and Irish passengers 
who departed from this country 08 re- 
turned, while (ill foreigners arrived here 
from non-European countries for every 
100 -who went thither from the United 
Kingdom. On the whole review of the 
passenger movement of 1S0O it may lie 
said that its chief features 1 were (1 a di- 
minished emigration to the Soulh Afri- 
can colonies— the troops sent thither not 
being counted among the emigrants — and 
II considerably enhanced immigration 
from those colonies, due, without doubt, 
to fho war; and (2 a large increase, es- 
pecially among foreigners, in the passen- 
ger movement to and from the United 
States, in jmrt no doubt n reaction from 
the low figures brought about in 1S0S by 
the war between America and Spain. 

The tables concerned with the general 
passenger movement 'between this coun- 
try and the Continent of Europe, and 
particularly with the extent and charac- 
ter of alien immigration train Europe are 
necrfisarily not put forward as absolutely 
exact; but they are believed to be ap- 
proximately correct. They show that 
the passenger traffic in both directions 
between this countrv and the Continent 
was larger in 1S00 than in 1898. the 
figures for ■which latter year were them- 
selves larger than in any year since the 
Board of Trade began, in 1800. to obtain 
a numerical record of this movement. 
The excess of passengers inwnrds over 
passengers outwards amounted to 56.- 
000, a figure nearly twice as great ns in 
1807. The grea.t majority, however, are 
not immigrants in the sense of prospec- 
tive settlers. Indeed, a large number of 
persons entered on the alien lists for 1800 
was 114.103 (ns against 85,201 in 1808 
and S1.S34 in 1S97 , but by various deduc- 
tions the number is reduced to 47,905, as 
compared with 38,449 in 1808 and 30.175 
in 1S07. The total number of aliens 
known to have been proceeding at once 
to countries out of the United Kingdom 
amounted to 52.830. and of thfse about 
51,000 were proceeding to America, As 
regards the nationalities of alien immi- 
grants, the most noticeable increases

THE LIVELY MICROBE. 

Can Easily Survive the Temperature of 
Liquid Air for a Week. 

From the London Express. 

The researches of x'rof. Dewar on li- 
quid air are familiar to all who take an 
interest in the progress of scientific re- 
search at large. At a recent Royal So- 
ciety meeting an interesting communica- 
tion was imulo on behalf of Dr. A. Mac- 
fa yden and Mr. S. Rowland, on the ef- 
fect of the terrifically low temperature! 
of liquid air on microbes. The aim of 
the investigators was that of ascertain- 
ing whether the germs could survive cold 
of a degree ranging from 183 degrees to 
102 Centigrade. 

It is, of course, known that many 
species of microbes can survive being 
packed in ice, and even higher organisms 
llourish in the Arctic Circle. Indeed, the 
extremes of temperature for low forms 
of life are widely separated, and go it 
becomes a matter of very practical pub- 
lic interest, ns I shall show, to determine 
where the limits of vitality in this re- 
spect are to be found. The very low 
temperature of liquid air offered a su- 
preme chance to see how microbes com- 
ported themselves under exposure there- 
to, and so our investigators seized on 
the opportunity presented them. 

Exposed for twenty hours lo the liquid 
air temperature no injury was appar- 
ently sustained by the microbes. But in 
the recent experiments such germs as 
those of typhoid fever, diphtheria, an- 
thrax, cholera, and other ailments, along 
with non-disease producing species, were 
submitted to the liquid air test for seven 
days. In addition to the excessively 
low temperature I must add the microbes 
in this experiment were subjected to n 
tremendous mechanical strain. 

Then came the question of the effects 
of both conditions on the vitality of the 
germs. These results may be summed 
up in the word nil. Under the micro- 
scope they showed no signs of mechanical 
injury or distortion, and they were as 
lively— if that term may be applied to 
denote a condition of vitality— as they 
were previous to their chilling and cool- 
:ng experiences. 

I have referred to the public interest 
which attaches to tnese investigations 
To know the limits of germ life is an es 
senlial item in the knowledge of the san- 
fnrian when he undertakes to show how 
infectious diseases, caused by microbe 
action, can be destroyed and prevented 
from attacking us. 

It has long been known that Ave can- 
not trust to cold as a disinfecting and 
germ-killing agency. Cold will chock 
germ growth certainly, a fact we see. 
illustrated by every cargo of Australian 
mutton that is landed at. the docks; but 
it cannot destroy the microscopic living 
tilings that are responsible for inducing 
disease, and for causing discomposition, 
putrefaction, and a goodly number of 
other conditions beneficial and the re- 
verse. 

The investigations I have described 
confirm fully the sanitary teachings 
about cold. They also emphasize another 
little bit of useful information, hamely, 
the difference between a substance that 
teally kills germs and one that merely 
"scotches'' them. 

Were this distinction more clearly ap- 
prehended by the public we should prob- 
ably hear less frequently of mysterious 
outbreaks of epidemics, which probably 
owe their origin as much In inefficient 
disinfection as lo any other piece of hu- 
man negligence.

Till: WAR. 

The war lias losi much of its keen in- 
terest, although it would be folly to sup- 
pose the end of serious military opera- 
tions to have, been reached. While a 
Boer force is a hie ti> cut the telegraphic 
communications north of Kroonstad, and 
(ieneral Buller irs held even temporarily 
in Check at Laing's Nek, not to speak 
ui the fact that the main army of the 
Transvaal is still undefeated though 
doubtless greatly weakened by its long 
retreat, it is much tuo soon to talk about 
the lighting being over. The Loudon 
pullers, which went into hysterica] grief 
over the misadventures of the early part 
of the campaign, are now belittling the 
work that remains to be done, but while 
we admit the magnitude of what Gen. 
Roberts lias accomplished, we do not un- 
derrate the gravity of the task yet be- 
fore htm. 

Buller has telegraphed that he thinks 
he has rendered Laing Nek untenable. 
This being the cuse we shall probably 
see the enemy retreat northward along 
• the highway towards Liydenburg. The 
distance by highway from the Nek to 
the railway line running down to Lor- 
enzo Marques is about 1:20 miles. Some 
time ago Buller sent a force in the di- 
rection of Wakke-rstroom, and there 
have been no late reports from it. 

Whether it is still within the Trans- 
vaal, and, if so, whether it is strong 
enough to prevent the retirement of the 
enemy by the highway remains to be 
seen. Roberts under conditions similar 
to those which confront Knller would 
doubtless have sent his cavalry around 
to intercept the retreat of the enemy. 
Dundonald is a sufficiently dashing lead- 
er to do this work, but he may ffot have 
force enough to accomplish it. 

Till': KLONDIKE OUTPUT. 

We are able to present this morning a 
detailed statement of the Klondike out- 
put of gold. It will be seen to exceed 
eighteen millions of dollars. Allowance 
must he made for the disposition of min- 
ers in understate their clean-up, so as to 
reduce the amount of royalty they are 
called upon to pay, but even without 
this the amount is extraordinarily satis- 
factory. When to it are added the num- 
erous smaller amounts taken out else- 
where than in the Klondike, it will be 
found that a very conservative estimate 
of the yield of the Canadian Yukon will 
lie over $20,000,000. This vast sum will 
doutbless be the minimum yield of the 
Yukon valley for years to come. Next 
season there will be added to it the yield 
of Atlin and of the White Horse copper 
belt. We think it safe to estimate that 
beginning with next year the product of 
the northern country, including only that 
portion of it which lies in British Col- 
umbia and tlie Canadian Northwest Ter- 
ritory, can ibe set down at considerably 
more than $30,000,000 of precious metals 
and copper. This is a vast amount of 
wealth and the production of it will be 
confined to a comparatively few- people. 

The work of Yukon development will 
proceed from now on with great rapid- 
ity. The White Pass & Yukon railway 
has overcome all the dittti ttltlra attending 
transportation, and the progress of this 
exceedingly rich area will be even more 
remarkable, though doubtless less sen- 
sational, than in the past. We expect 
a great northern movement of people, no; 
that it will consist of shiploads crowded 
together after the fashion of a couple 
of years ago, but a steady and continu- 
ous stream of men, many of whom will 
take their families with I hem and be- 
gin tln< establishment of permanent 
homes. A new era for the northern 
country has dawned, and the news of 
the splendid Klondike output will have a 
very stimulating effect upon the progress 
of the whole region. 



THE RESULT. 

Yesterday's voting -was prolific in sur- 
prises. The only thing demonstrated by 
it is that the government is in a hopeless 
minority. Two ministers, Messrs. Yates 
and Boehe have been defeated, and Mr. 
Martin, apparently cannot count abovo 
ten followers in the new house, even giv- 
ing him the benefit of those who declined 
to declare specifically against him. 

The result of the election must bo tak- 
en as a strong condemnation of the Mar- 
tin policy, including government owner- 
ship of railways, which of itself is a very 
satisfactory thing, for it will remove 
this chimera from our politics. The ac- 
tion of the Lieutenant-Governor has 
been repudiated in an unmistakable man- 
ner. 

Great interest will attach to the course 
which Mr. Martin will now take. He 
has said that he would resign if the peo- 
ple pronounced against him, and this they 
have unquestionably done. We do not 
regard the general political situation as 
much cleared by the elections, and are 
very strongly of the opinion that an- 
other appeal to the people will have to 
be brought (ill at an early day. Further 
comments are deferred for the present, 
except that .Mr. Martin must unquestion- 
ably vacate the Premiership at the earl- 
iest possible day. 

Expectation is on tip-toe as to the 
course which the Ottawa Ministry will 
lake in regard to the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. Until this is known nothing can be 
surmised as to the future with even a 
semblance of probability. 

It is very clear from the returns so far 
as received that the only man in the new 
bouse who cau form a government with 
any prospect of success is Mr. ,1. 11. Tur- 
ner.

There is no more stalwart figure in 
British history than that of Oliver Orom- 
well, and perhaps one might be justified 
in saying that of all those leaders of 
thought, and action who have stridden 
across the stage of human progress none 
have done more to promote the cause of 
popular government. Cromwell made 
the system of ministerial government 
in Great Britain possible; he made the 
American republic possible; he put the 
finishing stroke to the work of empire- 
building thai had been begun by Ualcigh 
and the other adventurers of the Eliza- 
bethan era. Curlyle in his rugged way 
said of him that "he taught kings that 
they had a joint in their necks.'' The 
expression is not a very pretty one. but 
the idea contained in it is of vast im- 
portance. He established, and wrote it 
down in such large letters that it can be 
read to the end of time, that the only 
divine right possessed by kings is what is 
conferred upon them by the people. 

Concerning the man Cromwell there 
has been much difference of opinion. 
Naturally the historians of the reign 
of Charles II. delighted to portray a 
boastful, hypocritical fellow. neither 
fearing God nor respecting man. The 
most llattering picture that can be drawn 
of him has its faulty points from a Nine- 
teenth Century point of view. Hut allow- 
ance must be made for the times in 
which he lived. The gulf between Crom- 
well and Gladstone is not nearly as wide 
as that between Charles I. and Victoria, 
while the principles of popular rights ad- 
vocated by Gladstone and adopted in 
their entirety by Her Most Gracious Ma- 
jesty are utterly unlike anything which 
Charles was willing to subscribe to. If 
a sovereign should arise in Great Britain 
who would endeavor to carry on the gov- 
ernment upon the lines favored by 
Charles, a Commonwealth would be 
promptly established anil there would be 
no Restoration. Cromwell was a man 
of a strong religious bias. He came 
of good family in a day when birth 
counted for much more than it does now. 
He had the benefit of a University 
career. He was a man of substance. 
His whole surroundings mid associations 
in his youth were such as might have 
developed conservative ideas. At a time 
when licentiousness was the rule in the 
higher walks of society, lie was deeply 
religious. Indeed iiis figure stands out. 
in silhouette against the background of 
contemporary history. 

It is somewhal strange that the true 
character of this wonderful man is not 
better appreciated. Our school books 
still retain the flavor of the Cavaliers. 
Compared with any of the kings of Eng- 
land he is preeminent in the nobility of 
his character. His personal valor was 
as great as that of ( 'oeur de Lion, 1 1 is 
personal piety was equal t" that of Ed- 
ward VI. His love of country equalled 
that of Elizabeth. And no monarch 
ever swayed the sceptre in Britain vclio 
w as his equal in statesmanship. He was 
typical of his race, strong, self-reliant., 
courageous, intent more on the present 
than regardful of the Past or anticipa- 
tory of the Future, and his whole char- 
acter tinged with that religious fervor, 
which even in these later and more in- 
tensely practical days makes Anglo-Sax- 
ons everywhere respond to the senti- 
ment of Kipling's Recessional, His life 
and character are worth the closest 
study. In recent years he has been much 
better understood than formerly. Ho is 
like a mountain peak. To those who are 
near fo il, it seems little higher than the 
surrounding hills, but as the observer 
recedes from it, it rises above its sur- 
roundings until it dominates the land- 
scape.

COLONEL MAIIOX. 

The Clever Soldier Who Relieved Mafe- 
khig. 

A good deal of curiosity exists as to 
Col, Million, who had the good fortune 
t.i relieve Mllfokillg. 

Colonef Million, D.S.O., of the Sth Hus- 
sars, is an Irishman well under forty 
years of age. He received his commis- 
sion in January, 1SS5, was gazetted to 
the 21st Hussars. A month later he was 
transferred to the Sth Hussars. He got 
his company in 1888, and was adjutant 
to his regiment 1890 to 1893, gaining 
great praise for bis tact and capacity 
for work, lie won his majority in 1S97. 

lie was transferred to the Egyptian 
army in 189(5, served as staff oflleer to 
Sir Herbert Kitchener in the Donpolu 
Expendition of that year, and took part 
in the operations of June 7 and Septem- 
ber 1!) at Firket and Hafir. 

Ho was mentioned in despatches and 
received the Distinguished Service Or- 
der and the Egyptian lTiedal with two 
clasps. He served in the Nile Expedi- 
tions of 1S07-S. and was present at th» 
batties of the Athara and Khartum; he 
was mentioned in despatches, and was 
Promoted to . the rank of brevet-lieutenant- 
colonel. Those services brought him three 
more clasps to his Egyptian medal'. 

Next year, 1S9!), Colonel Mahon was 
still en the Nile, taking tiis pari in the 
operations which terminated in the final 
destruction of the Khalifa. Perhaps the 
best work he ever did in the Soudan was 
not longer ago than January this year, 
when acting as A.A.G., and being at the 
same time in charge of tiie intelligence 
department of the Soudan. 

Sir Reginald Wingato, fearing that 
Ahmed h'edil might join the Khalifa, lost 
no time in despatching Colonel Million in 
command of tlie cavalry, camel corps, 
four Maxims, four field guns, and some 
irregular Soudanese battalions to inter- 
cept him and hold him till In? came up 
with the main force. 

This Colonel Mahon accomplished most 
successfully. Sir Reginald Wingate, re- 
porting to Lord Kitchener afterwards, 
w rote: 

"1 cannot speak in sufficiently strong 
terms of the excellence of the services 
performed by this oflleer. 1 invariably 
placed him in general command of all 
the mounted troops; his personal disre- 
gard for danger, intrepid scouting, and 
careful handling of men. all fit him for 
high command: bis bold and successful 
seizure of the position in front of Kedil's 
camp, and his conduct of tlie tight be- 
fore I came lip, show him to he possessed 
of exceptional qualities us a commander, 
and 1 have the greatest pleasure in re- 
commending thi* va burble officer to your 
favorable consideration." 

Lord Kitchener evidently did not forget 
and lo him is probably due the fact that 
Colonel Mahon was selected to relieve 
Mafeking. 

Colonel Mahon is a typical Irish officer, 
cheery and kind in manner, and is idoliz- 
ed in the Sth Hussars. Like most sol- 
diers who have gained distinction as 
cavalry leaders, he is a great sportsman. 
Ho is a first-class gentleman jockey, and 
hits scored many triumphs between the 
'lags. He is likewise a keen rider to 
hounds. 

It is a happy coincidence that Colonel 
Badon-Powcll should lie relieved by a 
brother Hussar.

Flora Wins the Well Contested 
Race— The Queen Goes 
North To-Day, 



According to news received by the 
Amur the river steamer Flora bad to 
struggle hard for the honor of being the 
first steamer into Dawson from the up- 
per river head this spring. The steamer 
Florence S. left LeBurge at the same 
time as she did and there was a great 
race to Dawson. The contest was a 
very warm one and the space between 
the two steamers on their arrival at their 
destination was not great. 

It was on May 10 that the two vessels 
reached Dawson. The Flora was the 
first one to appear around the bend in 
the river and all Dawson that were in 
the vicinity set up a howl. The Flora 
was throwing out a great cloud of smoke 
and steaming furiously. Immediately be- 
hind her, ploughing the water at a great 
rate, eaine the Florence S.

The Steamer Amur Reaches Victoria With 
First Consignment of Treasure-Latest 
Prom Yukon.

• Steamer Amur— as was told in the 
'Colonist yesterday moaning^ brouicht 
' down the first Klomlikers to come out 
.from Damson this spring. The Outch 

followed close behind her, ^bringing more 
to Voncomver, and the steamer City of 
: Seattle was expected to reach that port 
■ early till?- morning with ji'orowd. To the 
'C. P. N.'Co.'a steamer Amur belongs 
the credit of bringing tiie first arrivals 
from Dawson. There wore thirty in all 
on the Amur. In all over 200 had ar- 
rived Hp the river aiwS the trtins were 
daily bringing them and their gold into 
Skajpwiy. 

Sir"*teamers had arrived up the river 
at Le Bnrge. where most of them were 
obliged to transfer t/boir passengers ow- 
ing to the lowness of the Neater. The 
first to come up was the Klondike Com- 
pany's Flora. The Sybil left Dawson 
the some day as she and was to bave 
contested the honor nvith ^t-or, but she 
broke down and was obliged to return. 
Then came the Columbian, '.fhen tho'Oan- 

: adinii and the SyWl, which had soon 
repaired and resinned her voyage, and 
the' Glosset. 

There was a large amount of treasure 
brought up the river, but no one could 
givesiny idea of the amount, for'tELs sea- 
son file miner has vaoro tfcnn ever fallen 
from' the practice of carrying gold. They 
change it at Dawson. The richest one 
known in the arrivals up the river is F. 
G. v Noycs, who brocght <out $45,000. 

Among the Klondfkors who- returned 
by the Amur were two local cien, J. 
Kingsley, formerly a rmotonneer here, 
and Chas. Nelson, who was in the em- 
ploy of the Victoria Transfer Company. 

''Bdthoare said to hare .done very well 
in the "north countree," W. Klemburg, 
a Dawson trader, came [here with them. 
He comes to buy supplies. There was 
not much gold on tne Amur, but there 
was considerable paper whirls culled for 
it— the miners having purchased ex- 
change for their gold at "Dawson. 

The ilium- brought n big budget of 
northern] news. Probacy the chief item 
told of the output wtik'h is larger this 

., year. When Croesus gr.:rnered the gold- 
en snafa of the Paetlns all the world 
envied kirn his rich poaeessions, but the 

' Pactolean stream was a poor -dlSject com- 
pared to the now proven wealth of the 
Klondike-.. 

• The output of the Klondike i district— 
the waeltings from the dumps of 500 
claims that were worked on all creeks 
last winter — will amount to $18,553,273. 
This large amount of g«ild was washed 
from 155,080,180 pans of the rich gold- 
lined Klondike gravel. In all Ti',280 men 
were emplr^-ed (Wring the season. 

"This in Jucief is the story of prosperity 
as tabulated at Dawson City- on May 
25 — the day Ibefore the last of the min- 
ers to arriw hy the Amur yesterday 
morning left Dawson on the .steamer 
Canadian, the last vessel to arrive up 
Hie river. According to the statician 
who , compiled ithe table brought out by 
the miners, this output is lnrgc-r than 
the actual output of last season "by about 
three million 'Hollars. The data from 
which i the table was compiled was gath- 
ered at each cJa-im, care being taken to 
make it as accurate as circumstances 
would permit. 
An impression tias been held 1>y many 
■that the claims of the Klondike district 
; arc heiifg worked mut, but, according to 
miners i%lio have toured the various 
.creeks being workntj. the streams .ire not 
only prndi.cing more this year than ever 
'before, but they trill .continue to increase 
I'neir nrupnt for nm.iy years to come. 
'This is true, for the simple reason that 
•the use of .modern methods has made it 
possible to 'treble and -quadruple former 
production nr.d to work ground that un- 
der primitive methods would not pay to 
operate. Steam as thawing agent and 
• steam power tfor hoisting has solved the 
problem of successful mining. On creeks 
-so marvellously rich as Eldorado and 
parts of Bonanr-a a profit can be made 
by iiv^ wood fires, but even there min- 
ers find an Increased profit in using 
j?tpnm. On crooks like Dominion, Sul- 
phur, Hunker and Gold Ttnn, mining 
could not he profitably carried on with- 
out the aid of modern machinery, hut 
with it the gold production of those 
creeks is enormous. This audit alone 
has permitted a vast extension of the 
mining industry, and added many mil- 
lions of dollars to the "wealth of iV> Klon- 
dike, 

To take the several crocks of the Klon- 
dike and Indian districts separately, say 
the miners who returned 3>y the Anwr— 
the first contingent to reach here — El- 
dorado is admittedly the banner creek. 
Its output will be" nearly four million 
dollars. A vast amount of work was 
done on this creek during the winter. In 
all forty-nine creek claims were operat- 
ed during the winter and 541 miners 
vere employed, Thu creeks, Ixmever, 



di<3 not alone produce -tiw big Wl.al, for 
the benches and lateral quiche's also pro- 
dueed well and materially increased the 
yield. 

.It was not ever thu<< oil Eldorado, 
though, jocularly remarked ;i uuuer, for 
in the early days when the first stamped- 
ers reached the mouth of the Eldorado 
.they found a notice board posted up on 
which was the legend: 



This creek is reserved for 
Swodcs, ChoB-Chacos and 
Shvoshes. 



For some unknown reason Uie miners 
had a contempt fjir the little stream 
which runs into .Bonanza, s.ud rushod to 
Adams creek, u mile below. Now, this 
ignored creek in .the biggewt producer of 
the district. And. again, the note-book was 
dug up— nearly twenty million pans were 
taken out iast winter, which had an aver- 
ago value of 17 cents, to the pan. On 
Eldorado .28 steam plaints are used and 
l(j steam hoists. 

On Bonanza creek there were a verit- 
able army of .miners last winter, The 
creek claims, .hillsides and benches of 
this creek gave employment to 1,1)50 men, 
211 claims in all being worked. Above 
discovery on this creek, $1, 231,000 was 
taken out, the wash i jigs of 12,005,000 
pans. The .output below discovery was 
$1,084,590, taken from 19,207,200 pans. 

Gold Hun, which overlooks the city of 
Grand Forks at the continence of Eldor- 
ado and Bonanza, prod need a million dol- 
lars, showing an average value of 12 
cents to the jiaii. On the area worked 2o5 
miners were .employed, IS steam plants 
ana steam hoists. 

Sulphur's clean-up amounted to $1,481,- 
S20. It gave employment to 4G1 men. 
This creek is a difficult one to work, for 
the depth of bed-rock and the elusive 
character of the payslreak make mining 
operations costly. A new and rich strike 
has just been made on this creek— an old 
channel being discovered on the right 
limit, pans from which go as high as 
50 cents to the pan, and this will greatly 
increase the output .of .this summer there. 
_ On Dominion creek, which possesses 
the longest and wildest paystreak of any 
creek in the district, .the clean-up by 
June 1 will approximate $2,351, Oo'O. 
There were when the miners left Daw- 
sou more than 27,000,01)0 pans of pay 
gravel on the dumps Jiaving an average 
value of a little over seven cents to the 
pan. On the 101 mines being worked a 
total of 805 men are .omployed, and 30 
steam thawers and 22 .sleam hoists are 
operated. Expenses though are heavy on 
Dominion. Freight charges are from 12 
to 15 cents per pound in winter and 
double that in summer, and fuel is 
scarce. 

On Hunker miners hove reduced big 
dumps. The GO claims worked show an 
average of over 10 cents to the pan. The 
use of machinery has solved the problem 
of successful mining there. This creek 
will have a gold production valued a.t 
$1,201 ,000. In all 443 miners were em- 
ployed, and 28 steam plants, using 17 
hoists were operated. 

On Gold Bun between the claims~trf 
12 and 50, there are -140 miners employ- 
ed. The produced 10,000,000 pans of 
gravel, having a clean up lvalue amount- 
ing to $1,037,050.

A Bush of Excitfil Miners. From Dnwsou 
to Stake Out Ground. 

The finding of pay jrravel under the 
moss of the hillside claim adjoining the 
famous 40 on Sulphiw, along the right 
limit, caused a stampede from Dawson 
and out ou the crvoks for many days 
before the miners who arrived by the 
Amur left Dawson Two prospectors 
had taken Ji lay oil this hillside and were 
building a cabin. In tearing up the moss 
to kiuk the Sogs and cover the roof, they 
uncovered -n bed o.f gravel. Seeing some 
colors, they sank through the gravel and 
uncovered budrork at a depth of four 
feet, and there they found dirt which 
went as -high as- fifty cents to the pan. 
They kill" rheir find secret for some time, 
hut jiews of new finds— like murder— will 
out, and soon the stampeders started. 
Hundreds strong they made a dash for 
the new gold field. The more enterpris- 
ing hint'! -saddle horses and arrived in 
time to have their 'pick of the ground. 
When the miners left all the benches for 
several'' tiers back had been staked from 
to ilO 'above, and the excited stakers 
were going flown' the creek following' a 
general' direction with a view to locate 
the iirfit tier of benches for a stretch of 
M'veral miles. It is believed that most 
of ibe clalms staked are on an old chan- 
nel which ran along the right limit of 
Sulphur, enriching the hillsides and 
braimilies -on the right limit.

TT WAS MUItDEH. 

F:rvd Olnyson's Body Found With Two 
Bullet Wounds in It. 

The' body of Fred Clayson, one of the 
victims of last winter's trail murders, 
hns been found. This news was brought 
by Mr*. Fussel, whose husband keeps 
the road house at Minto, eight miles 
above which the murders occurred. She 
served the last meal the murdered men 
ever -nte, and is acquainted with every 
particular of the crimes. She hns no 
hesitation in saying that she believes 
that O'Brien, now held at Dnwsou for 
trial, is the guilty man. 

Tho body was found by the X. W. M. 
P. staff under Major Wood on a sand 
bank just north of Selkirk. There wero 
two bnllet holes in the chest, and head. 
The felt shoes worn by the unfortunate 
man had the marks of the bicycle pedals 
on them, and the clothes corresponded 
with those Clayton was known to have 
been wenring. The body hns been ship- 
ped to Dawson, where the trial of the 
alleged murderer is to be held. The fact 
that Mr. Clayton was last seen at Minto, 
which is some 32 miles this side of where 
the body was found, is logical enough in 
its indieaton that the body drifted down 
from the direction of Minto. 

Tlie finding of the body proves tho 
murder conclusively. Before there was 
no positive evidence, although the cir- 
cumstantial evidence pointed plninly to 
the crime having been committed. The 
fact that two wounds are shown on the 
body goes to substantiate the statements 
of the police and detectives working on 
the case that Clayson and his two com- 
panions, O'Brien and Relfe, must, have 
made a desperate tight for their lives. 

The first evidence the searchers for the 
bodies had of a struggle on the part of 
the victims was the discovery of clots 
of blood in the melting and besmirched 
virgin snow that marked the scene of 
the murder. The blood was found at the 
time the spring sunshine began to reduce 
the snow. At the same time bullets 
were found in the tree? flborif the spot, 
and the trees bore evidence of having 
been cut by the death dealing bullets. 

From these signs and others the deduc- 
tion of n determined and desperate effort 
on the part of the victims to defend them- 
selves was drawn by the officers. It won 
also thought that O'Brien, the man held 
for the murder at Dawson, was at first 
assisted by another man, who was crip- 
pled in the light, and that O'Brien, rath- 
er than have a wounded companion, 
turned and shot the one who was sup- 
posed to be n partaker in his crime. 

Articles belonging to Clayson and his 
companions were found about the bloody 
spot in the woods, and there were signs 
of whnt was supposed to he sled tracks 
lending to the river, where the victims 
were supposed to have been thrown be- 
neath the ice. 

Clayson is supposed to have mot his 
denfh lnst Christmas. Tie walked from 
there to Minto with the wheel, accom- 
panied by Lynn Relfe. After eating 
their breakfast nt Mrs. Fussel's road 
house at Minto they set out in company 
with Olson, a lineman of the Dawson 
telegraph line. No one hns been found 
Who adiaits of having seem them after- 
wards. 

Shortly after the men disappeared 
O'Brien was arrested by the Mounted 
Police nt Tajrlsh, who had shadowed 
him for some time previous and noticed 
his strange actions. Since his arrest, tho 
officers found money secreted in plugged 
on cavities in his revolver and sled. 
'Hiey had no direct evidence of the crime, 
however, tintil the finding of the body. 



lay and also represented Ed;.' . Hoi den's 
interest, while Soggs acted a£, 'k sort of 
superintendent and manager for tho en- 
tire property, all gold dust being; given 
over to his charge^ pending a settlement 
between the owners and laymen. It was 
in a dispute over a division of some of 
this dust that the fight started, Soggs 
claiming that Rogers made the first at- 
tack upon him and that he only shot in 
self-defence. 

It will likely be necessary to probe 
for the bullet that entered near the 
spine, if tho patient is able to stand the 
operation. Four doctors were attending 
him. 

At present a suit w resting iu the ter- 
ritorial court involving title to a quar- 
ter interest in claim 34 Gold Run. John 
B. Agon, of Seattle, through his attorney 
in fact, I. A. Mason, is bringing suit 
against Robert Ellis to secure this in- 
terest. Agen claims to have grubstaked 
Ellis, who located the claim, and who 
has eince refused to transfer the interest 
agreed upon, selling to Soggs, Holden, 
Rogers and Cahill. Last Tveelf Dr. E. E. 
Beckett, one of tho laymen, was appoint- 
ed receiver to take charge of the clean- 
up and hold it awaiting the result of the 
trial. 

Nelson A. Soggs, the assailant, vra-s a 
jeweler. lie has been a resident of the 
Klondike for three years, going there 
during the rueh iu 1SU7. lie is about 38 
years old and has a family in New York. 

J. W. Rogers went to Dawson iu the 
summer of 1S08 from San Francisco. He 
made a stake of $3:3,000 through the sale 
of some mines in the Randsburg district.

NOME AND KOYUKUK. 

Exodus From Dawson Not as Barge as 
was Expected. 

When the steamer Canadian left Daw- 
son on Mnv 2<i the rush was on to the 
Nome goldfields and to the creeks re- 
ported to be very rich up the Koyukuk. 
Steamer Belln left Dawson with a large 
crowd two days before she snilod. The 
downward steamers were filled with 
mjin<-rs and others hound to Nome. A 
number of miners who wintered at Ko- 



yukuk have returned to Dawson from 
there, and while the majority ot them 
report that there is much gold to be found 
there others. report, that everything worth 
working has been staked. This report 
has readied Dawson in a letter from h 
F. Woods, who was staked by C. ,1 
Dumbletcui, the steamboatman. 

Two prospectors who have reached 
Fort Hamlin ifrom Koyukuk tell of 
shortness of food there. They say thry 
were driven out on this account. J. 0, 
Arnell and C. Itaothkc. two others who 
returned from the diggings on the Ko- 
yukuk, tell of new fields on Faith creek 
and tributaries (lowing into the Tnnana. 
On Homestead, one of the tributaries, 
they panned .out 12 cents to the pan. 
They also toll of the shortness of food 
and say that as much as a hundred dol- 
lars was paid for u sack of Hour. 

Letter sent .to Dawson residents from 
Slate and Myrtle miners there say: 

"Tho bedrock of Slate and .Myrtle 
creeks stands' up on edge, acting like 
riffles in a sluice box which caught the 
coarse and line gold and held it. They 
report one claim owner taking out last 
fall twenty ounces of gold dust from 
Myrtle creek oft' it foot square of bed- 
rock. The creeks are rapid, running 
through canyons with only a few feet of 
gravel covering the bedrock. The creek 
bed will have to be worked by wing dams 
and by conveying the -water out of the 
channel by means of Humes." 

While there is a great stampede from 
Dawson for Cape Nome, the rush is by 
no means as great us was expected. The 
\V. K. Merviu sailed on May 23. She 
had a number of passengers on the steam- 
er and on the barge Duff, which she 
took in tow. A large number, too, are 
going down iu boats, scows ami sail- 
boats. Two things have worked against 
the stampede from Dawson for Nome 
and Koyukuk— firstly, the good results 
of the spring clean-up and the prospect of 
the summer's work has kept many with 
the sure thing rather than go to the 
chance and again the series of stories of 
victims of both rashes that came in when 
navigation opened. Because of theso 
things the rush has been far from as 
great as was anticipated. At the same 
time though, there are a large number 
going down the river. 

The Dawson Daily News says: "The 
fears now are that owing to tho easy ac- 
cess to Nome that section will be over- 
crowded long before the short summer 
season is half over and that tho military 
force will have to intervene to clear out 
the camp of idle men before the early 
winter sets in. The Koyukuk will, how- 
ever, bo a harder country to get into, and 
for lack of the necessary .variety of pro- 
visions and the difficulties in the way of 
transportation, the chances are that it 
will be a very expensive camp am] that 
next winter will see a great deal of suf- 
fering there. Labor and provisions of 
course will be cheap at .Nome, whereas 
in the Koyukuk both will 'lie source anil 
very high." 



SHOOTING SCRAPES. 

Miners Sottle Their Differences With 
Six Shooters. 

Several shooting scrapes are reported 
from Dawson by the miners, .tho most 
serious being that which occurred on 
claim 34 on Gold Run. Here Nelso A. 
Soggs shot and probably fatally wound- 
ed J. W. Rogers, who is said to be a 
resident of San Francisco. The shoot- 
ing resulted over n quarrel about the 
clean-up on the claim. When the fight 
commenced Soggs drew a 38-cuifbre re- 
volver und tired four times, three of tho 
shots taking effect. The first entered 
Rogers' left shoulder, just below the col- 
lar bone. Rogers turned to run when 
the second bullet hit him from behind, 
penetrating through the left shoulder 
and coming out over the heart, lodging 
in the clothing. When found later this 
bnllet was not flattened., indicating that 
it had struck no bone in its passage. The 
third bullet struck on the left side of 
the spine and lodged in the stomach. 'Hie 
fourth missed. While it. is said that the 
first .two shots may not have fatal results, 
it is thought that the wounded man can- 
not survive the other. 

The murder— for such it will probably 
he— took place in Soggs' cabin on the 
claim. Soggs. Rogers, Ed. Holden, Robt. 
Ellis and Robert C. Hill own the prop- 
erty, which has been worked all winter 
on Jays, 35 men being employed. In ad- 
dition 'to owning interest, Rogers had a 



YUKON SCANDALS. 

Investigations Going On Before Judge 
Dugas at Dawson. 

Gold Commissioner Seukler came be- 
foru Judge Dugas on May 22 to answer 
charges preferred against him by Mr. 
Mc'lavisb. The complainant being busy 
with his wash up the enquiry was re- 
manded until Friday next, 

William Struthers, a clerk in tho gold 
commissioner's office, was arrested on 
May 2o on a charge of accepting a bribe 
tor the performance of work that was 
itself illegal. Two other young men, Wil- 
liam Broun and R. D. Southerland, were 
arrested and held for offering the bribe. 
The transaction grew out of an attempt 
on the part of Brown and Southerland 
to get a claim renewed without having 
the representation work done or paying 
the full amount fixed by the law to be 
paid in lieu of representation work. That 
amount is $200. The allegation is that 
young Struthers agreed to accept an affi- 
davit of representation and to complete 
tho record properly for a consideration of 
$7,"> paid to him personally, and that he 
did so receive and accept this sum and 
did complete the record, knowing the affi- 
davit to be false. 

Struthers has been under suspicion for 
some time, suspected of this method of 
supplementing his salary. 



GENERAL NEWS. 

The 'Yukon Fire— A Great Lawsuit— 
Shooting Scraps — Yukon 
Elections. 

As told in these columns about a week 
ago, fire destroyed the interior fittings 
of tho river steamer Yukoner as she lay 
nt her wharf at Dawson. The damage 
amounted to '$10,000. The steamer was 
nt once placed in the hands of the repair 
crew and was expected to be ready by 
June 1. 

Charles F. .Hill, on trial in the Dawson 
tetritorial court on a charge of murder 
for shooting William Blais or Blair on 
the Belly river, was found not guilty nnd 
was released from custody. The prison- 
er's plea of -self-defence for the shooting 
was borne out by the evidence and the 
jury finally agreed upon the unanimous 
verdict of .not guilty, after deliberating 
about an hour and a half. 

The greatest lawsuit ever begun witli 
reference to Nome and one of the great- 
est ever brought in San Francisco, says 
the Nome Gold Digger, will soon be in- 
augurated in flic latter city unless a -set- 
tlement is arranged out of court. The 
suit involves a half interest in some 
fifty of the richest claims in Nome dis- 
trict. Tlie suit is brought by James A. 
Waterman, now at San Francisco, who 
claims that he made a contract with 
F. O. Lindbloom. the discoverer of Nome, 
whereby he was to receive a half interest 
in the discoveries. It seems that when a 
year ago last summer Lindbloom, who 
was then a poor sailor, now the many 
times millionaire, deserted the bark Al- 
aska to fry his fortune on the Alaskan 
coast, he had with him James A. Water- 
man, another deserting sailor, and these 
two made a compact in writing to share 
alike iu success or whatever ills betided 
them. It is upon this compact, drawn up 
on the page of a little memorandum book 
that the present action is taken. 

A pitched battle with revolvers oc- 
curred in Monte Cristo Gulch last Sun- 
day evening between W. D. McLaughlin 
and Mr. Nixon, one of the mining firm 
of Irving it Nixon. One of the combat- 
ants was slightly wounded, while tho 
other escaped injury, and has fled the 
country. Both men emptied their revolv- 
ers before the tight closed. 

The two men rjuarrelled over some min- 
ing properly, and when McLaughlin was, 
unarmed Nixon covered him with a re- 
volver and administered one or two 
kicks. McLaughlin went to Bonanza 
and secured a revolver, and when he 
ii< xt sigiited Nixon began shooting. 

The Lombard hotel on Dominion 
creek was burned down on May 22. Nel- 
lie Cnshman, who went up from here 
about n year ago. has lost her case in 
the mining dispute with W. E. Thomp- 
son for No. 3 Monte Cristo and her 
grant has been cancelled.

Territory is above 18.000.

This morning at 10 o'clock at St. An- 
drew's Roman Catholic Cathedral Rev. 
Father 13. Orth, who litis heretofore lab- 
ored in Portland, Oregon, will be conse- 
crated Bishop of Vancouver Island, in 
Succession to Archbishop Christie, who 
was promoted from this diocese to the 
Archbishopric of Oregon, 

The Installation ceremonies will be of 
a most impressive character, a great 
many of the clergy from far and near 
assembling to participate in the import- 
ing event. The Most Itev. Archbishop 
Christie will be consecrator, and his im- 
mediate assistant will bo Rev. Father 
Xicolaye. Very Rev. L. Vorlarg, of Ba- 
ker City, Oregon, and Very Rev. E. Knu- 
ten, of Spokane, will net as deacons of 
honor. Rev. James Rowe, of Portland, 
will bo muster of ceremonies to the Arch- 
bishop. The two assistant bishops to 
the Archbishop will he Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Glorienx. of Boise City. Idaho, and Rt. 
Rev. Bishop O'Dea, of Nesqually, Wash. 
The chaplain to Bishop Glorieux will be 
Very Rev. J. McQuckin, O. M. I., of 
Vancouver; chaplain to Bishop O'Dea, 
Very Rev. E. Bunoz, O. M. I., of New 
Westminster; chaplains to Bishop Orth, 
Hew .1. .Ylthoff, of Victoria, and Itev. .7. 
Donekele. of Kuper Island. Itev. J. La- 
terme, of Victoria, will act as master of 
ceremonies to Bishop Orth; Rev. .T. Van 
Novel will be master of ceremonies of 
the service. 

There will also be present at his induc- 
tion Very. Rev. Aldelhcln), O. S. B., prior 
of Mount Angel Monastery, Oregon; 
Very Rev. Rene, S. J., prefect apostolic 
of Alaska; Rev. Charles, O. S. B., of 
Clayoquot; Rev. L. Rreen, O. P., of Port- 
laud. Ore.; Rev, A. Bromsqueest, of The 
Dalles, Ore.; Rev. A. Lano, Astoria; Rev. 
Sweetie, S. J., Seattle; Rev. W. Hcyneu, 
Nanaimo; Rev. F. Verbeke, Comox; Rev. 
H. Kleiners, Wellington; Rev. A. Dur- 
nml, Cowichan, nntl Itev. J. Vullingsb 
of Saanieh. 

The sermon in the morning will be 
preached by Rev. J. C. Hughes, of Tort- 
land, Ore., and in the evening by Arch- 
bishop Christie. 

The solemn consecration service, the 
attending clergy being clad in full pout i- 
Bcinl vestments, opens by the reading 
of the bulls from the Tope to the new 
bifhop, notifying the latter of his ap- 
pointment. This will be followed by ihe 
taking of the solemn oath of allegiance 
by him as bishop to the Roman Pontiff 
and his successors. Then Bishop Orth 
will be examined on the different Arti- 
cles of Faith and his duties as a bishop. 
Mass will then proceed as far as the Gos- 
pel, when the Litanies of the Saints are 
recited. Th» Book of the Gospel is then 
placed on the shoulders or the newly- 
elected bishop, to signify the burdens of 
the Episcopacy. The "Veni Creator 
Spiritus" is then recited, during which 
the head of the new bishop is annointed. 
Following this is the ceremony of the 
annointing of the hands of the dignitary; 
then the Crozier and Episcopal Ring 'ire 
blessed and given to him. 

The Gospel Book is then taken from 
the shoulders of the bishop and given in- 
to his hands, with the injunction to go 
and preach the Word of God. Following 
this the Gospel is recited and the ser- 
I moil preaebed. The mass then proceeds 
( until after the communion, when the 
mitre is blessed and placed on the head 
of the new bishop. The gloves are like- 
wise blessed and placed on his hands, Af- 
ter this ttio consecrating archbishop and 
senior bishop lead the new bishop to Ids 
throne, where they solemnly enthrone 
him. The Te Deum Laudamus is then 
chanted, during which the newly-conse- 
crated bishop is led through the church, 
blessing the people. The masses are 
then concluded. 

Not since the induction of Bishop Lem- 
mens in 1888 has there been such a cere- 
mony in British Columbia, and a large 
attendance is anticipated. Bishop Orth 
will preside at the service in the even- 
ing, and afterwards addresses will be 
presented to him in Institute hall, View 
street.

A conference was held between com- 
mittees representing the National Foun- 
drymen's Association of Employers and 
the Iron Moulders' Union of North 
America, at the Astor House recently for 
the purpose of arbitrating a difference 
about wages.

England. This movement is on the same 
lines as the university settlement hen-. 
The delegates will spend six months in 
the United States and Canada lecturing. 

A despatch from Clean, N.Y., says: Not 
one of the 100 cur repairers imported to 
take the place of strikers iu the Western 
New York and Pennsylvania shops here 
is able to buy a pound of provisions, a 
cigar or a glass of beer in Olean. The 
men are quartered iu an abandoned hotel 
and their food comes iu from Buffalo by 
train every day. No restaurant, hotel or 
hoarding house will board them, aud they 
are barred from all saloons. On their 
way to and from the shops they are at- 
tended by detectives. 

Twenty-two thousand newspaper pub- 
lishers are kicking on account of the in- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent, in the price 
of print paper. The newspaper, it is 
fair to state, unlike most forms of in- 
dustry, sells at a lixed price, and has 
no means of putting the increased cost 
on the consumer. In many instances it 
means the complete confiscation of profits, 
and in many others creates an actual 
loss.

The 
bill provides that every person contract- 
ing for the manufacture, improvement or 
alteration of clothing or parts of clothing, 
shall keep a written register, prominently 
posted, of the names and addresses of 
all persons to whom such work is given 
out to be made, and each article so made 
shall bear upon a label the name and ad- 
dress or number of the person making it. 
Such articles shall not be exposed for 
sale without a permit from the inspector, 
showing that the place of manufacture is 
in a thoroughly clean and sanitary con- 
dition. When such an article of cloth- 
ing is found to have been made under 
unclean or unhealthy conditions it shall 
be seized and impounded, and a label 
"insanitary" placed on it, after which it 
shall be disinfected by the board of 
health at the owner's expense. The 
board of health, if they see lit. may des- 
troy articles of clothing which they find 
were made in a work shop, tenement or 
dwelling, where the inspector finds evi- 
dence of unclean or unhealthy condi- 
tions, or infectious or contagious dis- 
eases.

Francois Bonivard, finding this last 
clause rather tiresome, thought he had 
better look for a wife, and proposed to a 
Bernese lady, Catherine Baumgnrtner, 
asking her "to share the unlovely hut 
aud very hard and narrow couch with 
which 'ces Messieurs de Geneve' bad 
presented him." 

The style of the proposal was a satire 
on the lords, whom Bonivard openly 
called "pingres" — that is, ungenerous ami 
misers. 

At any rale he was lucky in his choice, 
for Catherine Baunigartner was a mni- 
tresse femme who undertook with a clear 
head and a vigorous hand to put her 
husband's affairs in order, and to collect 
there and then the money which was 
owed to him. She obtained from the 
town council certain compensations for 
the ex-prisoaer "who had suffered for the 
love of Geneva," and crowned her finan- 
cial operations by claiming from them, 
instead of pin-money, "half a yard of 
velvet for a petticoat," a request which, 
though deemed the height of indiscre- 
tion, was granted her "to put an end to 
her bothering ways." Then she urged 
her husband to write a will in her favor, 
which he did reluctantly enough, for be 
was getting tired of her crabbedness. 

But luck was on his side, for Madame, 
Bonivard died a year afterwards, and 
her husband was his own master again. 
He shed a few crocodile's tears, aud en- 
joyed his freedom so thoroughly that

This he did, for he married a certain 
Jeanne d'Arnieis, a widow who bad-some 
property in the lower part of the town, a 
quarter which unfortunately her new hus- 
band did not like; so, after having tried 
the "saintly state" for a month or two 
with his "dear Jeanne," he quietly left 
her there, and returned to his old quarter 
in the Charriere des Cbanoines. up on the 
hill aud not far from the cathedral. Af- 
ter this, Madame Bonivard felt herself 
justified in living-just as she pleased, and 
began a wandering sort of life, visiting 
about the country; and travelling even as 
far as Savoy itself. To this Francois 
strongly objected, and one day, accom- 
panied by two gendarmes, he caught her 
as she was coming home again, and forc- 
ed her to return with him under the con- 
jugal roof. Then the angry Jeanne be- 
came so disagreeable and quarrelsome 
that she caused regular scandals iu the 
neighborhood; and one day, having taken 
the part of his wife against the apothe- 
cary round the corner, and vigorously 
thrashed that worthy man, Bonivard, 
who bad after all a certain feeling of 
matrimonial solidarity, was sent to pris- 
on for two months. 

At last Jeanne d'Armeis died in her 
turn and was buried and wept for, as 
had been Catherine, her predecessor. 
Messire Bonivard shed the proper 
amount of decent tears, and at once be- 
gan to look round for another better 
half, whom he found in the person of 
Madame Pernette Mazure, also a widow. 
He married her in 1550 and saw her 
lowered down iu the grave in 1562. This 
time he was seriously concerned, for he 
was getting old, and Pernette hail a good 
bit of money, which be found most con- 
venient in helping him to give good din- 
ners and have a little fun. This fortune 
went to her son by her first marriage, 
and Bonivard felt rather down-hearted, 
and at a loss what to do next, for he 
was quite of the opinion that "man wart 
not meant to live alone." 

But he consoled himself by the thought 
that he had long passed the suspicious 
age, and could no longer excite the dilli- 
dent cares of "ces Messieurs"; so he en- 
gaged as his servant Catherine de Cour- 
tarouel, an unfrocked nun, who brought 
with her a man whom she presented as 
her cousin, insisting on his being taken 
in with hereunder her new master's roof.

Per- 
sons more closely concerned with that 
part of the world have long admitted 
that Great Britain must be regarded as 
the paramount power tlp're, and that, in 
the nature of things, that position would 
in course of time continue to take a 
more mature, a more pronounced form. 
Germans with financial interests in South 
Africa would find comparatively little 
difficulty in accommodating themselves 
to the actual destruction of ihe indepen- 
dence of the Republics. Even before the 
war broke out it cannot be said that! fiev* 
tuere was any particular sentiment in 
favor of the Boers; they, and especially 
President Kruger, were rather regarded 
as obstacles to the progress of civiliza- 
tion in South Africa. If, in spite of all 
this, public opinion in Germany with 
practically one voice condemns England's; 
procedure, it is because tinancial inter- 
ests have been controlled by other con- 
siderations. On the one hand public 
feeling was aroused by the .spectacle of 
two miniature states, with a population 
hardly larger than that of Chalotteu- 
burg-by-Berlin, defending themselves 
against a gigantic Empire with inexhaus- 
tible resources, in order to maintain their 
national independence. Given a struggle 
in which the power was so unequally 
divided, and in which the weaker party 
bail such laudable grounds, it was 
thought, for resistance, and the sympathy 
of a disinterested third party was bound 
to be with the weaker side. This senti- 
ment, which was only human, grew pro- 
portionately when that side attracted ad- 
miration for its bravery and tenacity.

Over this 
ridge the wagons and guns continued to 
pour iu a steady stream while our mount- 
ed troops extended along the ridge to 
keeji the enemy's riflemen on the other 
sale of the river in check until the wagons 
got a good start. In order to make it 
appear that everything was all right the 
Boers in the spruit allowed the first five 
or six wagons of the convoy to pass 
through the spruit and come on up the 
road and past the kraal, where I was. 
They passed within a few feet of where 
we were lying. Then like catching rats 
in a bug they came forward, and as the 
wagons (•tune down into the spruit they 
surrounded them and ordered the oflicers 
and men with them to surrender. This, 
of course, stopped the waggons in the 
bottom of the spruit and those behind 
came crowding on until perhaps twenty 
wagons and a whole battery of artillery 
were crowded about the edge of the 
spruit where the road went down into it.

viction, too, lias grown the suspicion that 
the grievances ot the Uitlauders must 
be looked upon rather as the pretext than 
the reason for the war, and that Mr. 
Chamberlain's policy has throughout had 
for its object the coercion of the two 
Boer republics. 

Now the use of illegal violence is by 
no means uncommon in history. Those 
who have a wide historical conscience 
may even excuse it under certain cir- 
cumstances; but at least the political 
necessity of such a proceeding must be 
obvious, and it is just, this political neces- 
sity which the old friends of England in 
Germany have been unable to discover 
It has seemed to them by no means im 
possible to conic to a friendly under- 
standing with the Boer Republics. The 
circumstance that the majority of the 
white population of the Cape Colony 
were of Outch descent also made such a 
friendly understanding tho more desir- 
able. Everything pointed to the exercise 
of statesmanlike patience. The English 
government has preferred a forcible so- 
lution, and this has shaken confidence 
in its discretion not only in Germany, 
but all over the Continent. 

In addition to this, we came to see that 
the English government, when it rushed 
into war, had no clear idea of the resist- 
ing power of the enemy, it is open to 
question whether the English would 
have undertaken the war if they had 
foreseen the vigorous and stubborn resist- 
ance of the Boers. This under- valuation 
of the- enemy could not but strengthen 
the impression that the spirit of adven- 
ture had begun to play a part in English 
politics. The effect of this discovery 
was like the painful surprise with which 
one suddenly sees a merchant with a 
great reputation for solid business, 
launch into the wildest speculations on 
the Bourse. I'eople asked themselves 
whether the political advantage in this 
South African undertaking could be 
worth the risk, which proved so unex- 
pectedly great. When England locked up 
almost her whole disposable army in 
South Africa for many months, she prac- 
tically lamed herself in Asia, where she 
has far more important interests to deal 
with. If the South African war passes 
ovor without injury to England in Asia, 
tho statesmen who are now at her helm 
will have to thank their luck and the in- 
activity of the Russian Czar rather than 
any wisdom of their own. 

All these considerations have led to an 
uneasy feeling in Germany that in the 
future we must be prepared for develop- 
ments in the policy of England upon 
which it is impossible to reckon. If the 
wielders of power in England — so men 
say — can be so misled by false concep- 
tions of the opposing forces of other 
states as to enter upon warlike enter- 
prises of the most risky kind, is there 
not a danger that some day they may 
let themselves be dragged by their jin- 
goes into some affront'to Germany which 
must result in war? rerhnps the En-

A Shipment That Might Have Reunit- 
ed Worse Than VYelland 
Explosion. 



Going down to our places of busbies? one 
ibrlak February morning, Capt. Crangle and 
I fell to speculating on the pauses of disas- 
ter to the United States warship Maine, just 
blown up and stink In Havana harbor, with 
so dreadful a loss of life. The captain was 
.all against the notion of Cuban or Spanish 
treachery, and declared that the explosion 
was on board the Maine not outside her. 
I had Just been citing three Instances of 
dire explosions on ships of the Iirltlsh navy; 
one, and the most severely fatal, through 
the Ignition of gas In the coal bunker; an- 
other through the sticking of a valve on a 
boiler; tho third through the concussion or 
Ignition of a peculiar explosive kept on 
board for torpedo purposes. Suddenly the 
captain slapped his hands together and 
gave his head a quick shake, as lie sal I: 
"Yes, there you have It; these explosives are 
the essence of mischief; and I think from an 
article I lately saw, written by one of them- 
selves, that American naval officers have 
much to learn of the safe treatment ofsuelt 
dangerous materials. Now I know some- 
thing about explosives on shipboard— not of 
their explosive force, but of the anxiety 
they produce in those responsible for their 
safe keeping or transport. 

I begged the captain to explain what ho 
meant, thinking from the sudden gravity 
of his manner that something unusual was 
In prospect. And this was ills story: 

'I once put a lot of that sort of tiling on 
one of the boats of my Hue— I was younger 
then and more reckless.

'As day after day went by, and I waited 
In Toronto, I beard of the 'California' at 
each lake or river port she passed; the 
anxiety deepened as the trip lengthened, 
and relief was correspondingly greater as 
the later telegrams came In.

Some time ago the tree at the foot of 
which was buried Dr. Livingstone's 
heart by his faithful followers at Kab- 
enda, in Central Africa, showed alarm- 
ing signs of a rapid decay, and news was 
at once sent that unless some immediate 
steps were taken for a more lasting me- 
morial to bo erected over the spot its ex- 
act position was likely to be lost to pos- 
terity. 

On bearing this the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society at once undertook to erect a 
suitable memorial. As already reported, 
the tree was cut down, and the section 
containing the inscription carved by his 
native followers forwarded to the so- 
ciety. In the meantime, not hearing of 
tins action on the part of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, a Dumber of residents 
in the British Central Africa Protectorate 
bad formed a committee for the purpose 
of collecting subscriptions, but when it 
was discovered that the two movements 
were proceeding simultaneously an amal- 
gamation was arranged, and a joint com- 
mittee has since had the matter in hand, 
and now the final arrangements have 
been made for the erection of a perman- 
ent memorial. 

Designs have been prepared for an obe- 
lisk 20 feet high, surmounted by a cross, 
to be erected, -with metal panels on each 
of the four sides. 

So as to prevent a repetition of the theft 
of the bronze tablet by Arab slave raid- 
ers which was sent out some years ago, 
the metal pnnels arc to lie firmly let into 
tho concrete before it has solidified.

Canadian Invents New Scheme for Sup- 
porting Building in Soft Ground. 

Two of the leading dailies of the City 
of Mexico, English and Spanish, recently 
published a page article by Mr. ,1. A. L. 
Waddell, CM., B.A., Sc., Ma.E., on the 
important subject of providing more 
suitable foundations for large buildings 
in that city, with special reference to the 
new legislative palace. Mi'. Wnddell, 
who is a graduate of McGill University, 
has spent over twelve mouths in the city 
of Mcxiso, isays the Montreal Witness, 
ami having occasion to study the peculiar 
condition of its soil, in relation to the 
erection of important buildings, he has 
evolved a new type of foundation which, 
in his opinion, is the only one wliioh will 
render heavy constructions there safe 
against nut only injury from unequal 
settlement, but also damage by earth- 
quake. Concerning earthquake pheno- 
mena and their effects, Mr. Waddell 
speaks with some authority, having 
spent four years of his brilliant profes- 
sional enreer in Tokyo, Japan, where 
there are recorded on the average over 
one hundred earthquakes tier annum. 

In the City of Mexico there are many 
cracked masonry walls, a lack of verti- 
cal it y of tall buildings, ugly sags in fa- 
cades and painfully prominent inclina- 
tions to the horizontal of masonry cours- 
es intended to lie true. Some' of the 
cracks were probably caused by earth- 
quake shocks; but most of them, us well 
as the other objectionable features just 
mentioned, are due to the low support- 
ing power of the soil and to tbe neglect 
of tho architects to meet properly the 
conditions induced thereby. 

It would be diUIcult to find anything 
much worse for foundations than the 
soil of the City of Mexico. It is situat- 
ed on the bed of an ancient lake: and 
by digging down but a short distance 
water level is reached. There arc some 
two metres of a soft, sandy clay, over- 
lying a more solid layer of eartli. This 
startum is on the average less than a 
metre in thickness, and below it lies an 
extremely soft mud or indefinite depth. 

Considering these conditions. Mr. Wad- 
dell lias come to the conclusion that there 
is but one method of preparing a founda- 
tion for a large, heavy building, that will 
ensure the structure against failure by 
cracking; and that is to support the su- 
perstructure upon a continuous platform 
o fsteel encased in enough concrete to 
preserve it effectively against oxidation, 
the said platform having sufficient 
strong and rigidity to bear without ap- 
preciable distortion all inequalities of 
loading from above, due to variations in 
amount and position of the live or mov- 
ing loads, and to take care of the proju- 
ts of the unequal bearing cu- 
oil at different parts of the 
In other words, the building 
on the soft soil by making 
il into n Lo\ with n rigid, continuous 
bottom.

The prize-winning herds of Jerseys and 
Ayrsbires at Dentonu Park Farm are 
scientifically fed and cured for by expert 
herdsmen. No animal is received until 
it is tuberculin tested, and the whole 
herd is inspected and certified to twice 
every month by a veterinary. Sick ani- 
mals arc removed to an isolation barn 
provided for the purpose.

They then pass to the 
bottle-room, are thoroughly washed in 
three changes of water, and again steril- 
ized, the bottle-room being specially 
equipped with slate tubs, steam apparai • | 
as, etc., for this work. They then pass' 
to the milk room, where they are filled i 
and sealed, whence they go to the ship- j 
ping room, to be packed in ice boxes 
when shipped by express or direct to 
wagons for delivery to city customers. i 
The aim at Dentonia is not to make j 
dirty milk palatable, or to kill the germs; 
in it by pasteurization or sterilization, 
but the whole effort is devoted to keep- 
ing the dirt out. 

A most interesting feature of Den- 
tonia Park Farm is the milk laboratory 
(Wa)ker-Oordon laboratory branch), 
where modified milk for infants and in- 
valids is prepared. 

Among tbe many conditions which de- 
mand the use of milk for purposes of 
nourishment, none is more general than 
that of infants denied from birth that 
first nattirnl food of nearly all animals, 
tbe milk of the mother. 

Recourse in such cases, altogether too 
frequent for the good of the human race, 
lias been had to cow's milk, or that of the 
goat or ass, but none of theso possessed 
tbe essential qualities of human milk. 
Recent investigation nnd experimental 
however, have demonstrated that by sub- 
mitting cows' milk of certain quality to a 
process whereby the milk is "modified," 
the component parts .being separated and 
again re-combined, it is possible to pro- 
duce n food practically identical with 
human milk. Orders for modified milk, 
however, require the prescription of a 
physician, as Ihe laboratory does not 
prescribe nor advise In matters relating 
lo infant feeding. Modified milk may bo 
safely shipped by express to distant 
places, and used 'for voyages and jour- 
neys. Of course, all that has been pre- 
viously said about the production Qt_ji 
safe and sanitary milk for table nnd niir- 
sery uso applies with double force to 
the subject of the fowling of infants by 
prescription.

From the Loudon Financial News, May 

Tbe annual general meeting of the New 
Vancouver Coal Mining aad Land Com- 
pany, Limited, was held yesterday, at 
the office of the company, 12, Old Jewry 
Chambers, Oid Jowery, London, E.C., 
Mr. Frederick Tendrou presiding. 

Tbe secretary (Mr. Joseph Rumsden) 
having read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The chairman suid: At tbe last meet- 
ing of the board our respected chairman 
(Air. Galsworthy) was somewhat unwell, 
and the doctor lias thought that he ought 
not to come from Bournemouth to at- 
tend this meeting. I think this is the 
first time in the existence of the com- 
pany that Mr. Galsworthy has not been 
present at a general meeting. lie was 
associated witli the company at its ini- 
tiation, thirty-seven years ago, he was 
a director in 1805, and chairman in 1882. 
Those shareholders who know him till 
recognize that he is a man of remark- 
able ability, calmness, and strong judg- 
ment, and iii the management of this 
company, which has gone through so 
many vicissitudes, his colleagues have 
felt 'the benefit of bis strength of will 
and judgment. (Applause.) With regard 
to tiie company's business during tbe past 
year, tbe question naturally arises to 
the mind of any one who is. connected 
with the coal trade in Englnnd that it 
is strange that the company, having Bales 
in excess of those of 1808, shows a prof- 
it considerably less. The reason for this 
is partly found ill tho Spanish war that 
America was engaged in in 1898, which 
bad the effect of sending up the price of 
coals considerably, with the result that 
this company made extraneous profits in 
that year. The benefit from the South 
African War — if, indeed, it can be said 
that benefit can be derived from war ill 
any time — has not been felt to any con- 
siderable extent in America. The price 
of English coal has gone up tremen- 
dously, and we bad some hope that there 
would be a corresponding rise in price in 
America; hut the principles that govern 
English trade and American trade are 
very different. Englnnd has a fetish 
which no statesman, even in tho position 
of Lord Salisbury, can afford to disre- 
gard. The mere mention of free trade 
seems to be sufficient to prevent the least 
hint of a protective or defensive policy. 
America has no such scruples. She has 
ruined tbe English iron and steam trade 
by means of protection, and, as regards 
her coalfields she is equally independent. 
She has magnificent coalfields in the 
eastern States, large coalfields in the 
north, and in the west she has as good 
coal as ours. She protects Iter colonies 
by a duty of (17 cents, or about 2fi 0d 
per ton— a very heavy protective duty, 
and one which it is difficult for our colon- 
ies of the north seas to compete with. 
This roughly explains why our profits 
arc not as satisfactory as hoped for. As 
far aw I can se, however, for the present 
year we arc likely to do as well as in 
tbe past year, and, I hope, rather better. 
(Hear, hear.) 

It is satisfactory to know that, while 
we have taken out nearly half our out- 
put from pillars, our reservo of pillar 
coal is larger than before. That is one 
of the great advantages to the sharehold- 
ers and owners of a colliery system of 
pillar working — that we know that,' 
whatever coal we take out, we leave be- 
hind at least an equal quantity; so the 
more exploration work we do, the larger 
our reserves grow. We have very large 
reserves ot known coal— not merely sup- 
posed coal, but actually known coal. To 
further develop our coalfield we have 
made a shaft in Newcastle Island. 
Though it was only begun in May, it 
has reached both the seams— the ono at 
a depth of 324 feet and the other at 
a depth of 3S-1 feet. Hp to the present 
time no work has been done on the lower 
seam; and as regards the upper seam, so 
little has been done that I cannot say 
much as to what coal then; may be in the 
neighborhood. According to the last re- 
port, we were working in a 4-foot seam; 
but our seams are not like tbe English 
fields, as they have not the same regu- 
larity of quality and thickness. Some- 
times a seam is very thick, and then it 
diminishes until the lloor and the wall 
almost meet. There is the same varia- 
tions also in the quality, the skill of tbe 
manager is so to work the different 
qualities as to get a sufficient 
quantity of average quality to 
meet the demands of the market. 
Willi regard to the balance-sheet, I think 
we have every reason to congratulate 
ourselves on being shareholders in a fair- 
ly prosperous and certainly a wcli-man- 
ilged property. The average dividend 
for the past thirty-seven years has been 
l'i per cent., and we have arrived at 
that position when, instead of a small 
property of 6.000 acres, we have now 32.- 

000 acres of freehold property; we have 
shafts in various parts of the estate; we 
have railways, locomotives, anil trucks; 
in fact, we have a thoroughly well-equip- 
ped property. (Hear, bear.) I hope that 
shareholders will have faith iu Ihe future 
of tlie company, and will not lie ready to 
pail with their shares at the low prices 
which have so long ruled in t 1 '- market— 
Ihe prices. I menu, at which the shares 
could be disposed of. There is one mis- 
leading entry in the balance-sheet. We 
use the words reserve fund account to 
distinguish it from reserve fund. It is 
not run My a reserve fund at all; it is 
rather a working capital fund. If you 
look nt our cash surplus — I menu the 
available cash — you will see it is com- 
paratively a very small sum. We are 
obliged to have a large amount of coal 
afloat, and a certain period elapses before 
the coal is sold. Every care is taken in 
preparing tho figures that debtors shah 
not be put- down in the balance-sheet 
ns assets, unless they are really good, 
and therefore you can rely on all the fig- 
ures that are submitted to you. That 
why I call attention to the nominally 
large reserve*, of £45,000, and tell you 
that it is practically working capital. 

You may remember that for many 
years we wore dependent for working 
capital upon tbe generous assistance we 
rcceired from our agents. They ad- 
vanced us large sums, and whenever we 
wanted money they were ready to supply 
it. It is very desirable, however, that 
wo should have our own capital, nnd not 
be obliged to borrow. It is also desirable 
that we should not have debentures. I 
can remember when our debenture debt 
was something like £70,000: now it ap- 
pears in the balance-sheet ns £80,000, and 
on March 1 a further sum of £0,000 v, as 
paid off. Though our surplus of cash is 
not large, yet we are quite willing, if 
any debenture-holder would 'like to have 
money for his bonds, to pay him off. 
(Hear, hear.) There is one other matter 

1 should like to bring before the share- 



holders, and I hope you will be gener- 
ously disposed with regard to it. You 
may remember the terrible explosion iu 
our colliery in 1887. and bow geuerously 
the shareholders behaved, and what lib- 
eral subscriptions came from Canada and 
America to relieve the widows and or- 
phans of the 150 men who perished in 
that disaster. Now Canada has met with 
a great misfortune— Canada who behaved 
so generously with us, and who has given 
the lead among the colonics in helping 
us in our war in South Africa. (Ap- 
plause.) Now that Canada has hud this 
disaster in Ottawa, I should wish the 
shareholders in this compauy to con- 
tribute willingly and cheerfully some sum 
to aid Ehose rendered homeless by that 
tire. (Hear, hear.) I think a sura of 
£200 would not be too much. (Hear, 
hear.) However, tho matter is entirely 
in your hands; but I should be very glad 
if you will voto that sum for the relief 
of tbe sufferers in the uttuwa fire. (Hear, 
hear.) There is only one other matter, 
and that I must touch upon very lightly: 
it is tho lawsuit which lias given us so 
much anxiety for so long a period. We 
feel that we have justice ou our side, 
nnd we are prepared to carry the case, 
if necessary, to the Privy Council. We 
know that we shall have justice in the 
end; but the expense is very heavy, and it 
is not desirable to have a lawsuit on our 
bands if we can avoid it. If, therefore, 
our superintendent can come to an un- 
derstanding with the Esquimau & Na- 
naimo railway company in this matter 
it will be a source of great satisfaction 
to the shareholders and to the directors. 
If we can go a step beyond that, and 
have a working arrangement tor our col- 
liers, we can have a larger market for 
our coal, and we shall see that improve- 
ment in price which we all so greatly de- 
sire. (Applause.) I now beg to move 
the adoption of the directors' report and 
accounts. 

Mr. T. It. Reynolds seconded the mo- 
tion, which was carried unanimously. 

The chairman next moved: "That a 
dividend of 3 per cent, (free of income 
tax) be declared, making, witii tho in- 
terim dividend paid in October last, G 
per cent, for the year." 

Mr. W. C. Scott seconded the motion, 
which was agreed to. 

Ou motion of Mr. E. Andrews, second- 
ed by Mr. Roberts, Mr. V, Tendrou was 
re-elected a director of the company. 

Mr. S. Lovelock was reappointed audi- 
tor. 

The chairman next moved that the sum 
of £201) be voted for the Ottawa Firo Re- 
lief Fund. 

Mr. C. Thomson seconded, and it was 
unanimously agreed to. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman, di- 
rectors and staff closed the proceedings.

Sid Ahmed bin Mnsa, popularly called 
Itu Ilamed, tbe best-known, most powerful, 
and most Intelligent member ot the Moor- 
ish Cabinet, is dead, nnd at this moment 
something of his life and history will be of 
interest to all who realise that the history 
of Morocco for many years past has been 
written by bis hand, often fu blood. 

The Grand Vizier was one of the many 
sons of one Sid Musa, a slave who rose to 
honors and office In the reign of Mulai Has- 
san and his Immediate predecessor. 

When he died, Sid Ahmed bin Musa rose 
rapidly Into royal favor, and allowed con- 
siderable skill lu turning the jealousy of 
the Great Powers to account In preserving 
the Moroccan status quo. He Is credited 
with the nullifying of the Madrid Conven- 
tion, so far as it related to the purchase of 
laud In Morocco; his advice, and the gup- 
port coining from France, led the late Mu- 
lai el Hassan to upset the well-laid plans of 
Sir Charles Kuan Smith. 

All this time ISu Hamed had no high Cab- 
inet position, and, apart from tho fact that 
Mulal el Hassan made him his confidential 
adviser, he had less power than the Grand 
Vizier and the Minister of War. two broth- 
ers of the Jnnnal family, who hated Bu 
Hamed, and lost no opportunity of recall- 
lug his low origin. They Intrigued against 
hi in by night nnd by day, and when Mulal 
el Hassan died outside Rabat, leaving Mu- 
lal Abdul Aziz, the present Sultan, in Bu 
Hanicd's charge, the Grand Vizier and his 
brother sent emmlssarles to a near relative 

f the late Sultan, promising their support 
if be seized the throne. 

The fate of Abdul Aziz and of the faith- 
ful chamberlain trembled lu the balance 
for n brief moment, and then, by a splen- 
did piece of courage, Bu Hamed bad both 
Grand Vizier and Minister of War seized, 
stripped of their wealth, and thrown into 
prison. They were too much hated to pro- 
test successfully; no trial was vouchsafed 
them. Sid Ahmed bin Musa seized the post 
of Grand Vizir, made Sid Bin Musa, his 
brother. Minister of War; while a younger 
brother received the office of Hajlb, or 
Chamberlain, which Sid Ahmed had Just 
vacated. It was a master stroke, for It con- 
centrated the power of government at a 
time when Mulal Abdul Az[z was no more 
than sixteen years old. Moreover, the new 
Grand Vizier, to strengthen llls new posi- 
tion, allied himself with the most powerful 
uncle of the sultan and with the sultan's 
mother, of whom report speaks highly. 

So far as can be seen, tbe policy of the 
trlnm-vlrate was to keep Abdul Aziz amused 
and to stave off reforms, and gradually the 
Grand Vizier gathered more and more pow- 
er Into his hands, until ho wtts Court and 
Council and Sultan In one. 

With growing power came falling henltlu 
he was attacked by Brlght'B disease and 
paralysis; but all this time the intellect 
burned brightly; nnd he remained a man to 
be reckoned with, ns foes fonnd to their cost 
Sid Ahmed had more fear than liking for 
Prance, and he put such difficulties as he 
could In the way of her ambitious schemes. 
He kept In touch with European views with 
regard to Morocco, nnd had In his employ 
men who could speak the leading European 
languages. 

After the French commenced their ad- 
vance Into Morocco, death played havoc 
with the Grand Vizier's family, and com- 
bined with his own Illness to bring the re- 
vival of a new political party well within 
the horizon of possibility. In February, 
Sid Said, Minister of War, died suddenly; 
Sid Ahmed immediately replaced him by an- 
other brother, Sid Drees, who enjoyed his 
position for less than ten weeks and then 
died equally suddenly. Since then another 
brother, the one who held office ns Hajlb 
or Chamberlain, has also died; and to com- 
plete the tragedy, there Is no lack of sug- 
gestions that foul play has been at work. 

After Sid Ahmed bin Musa cpnsolliTated 
his power, he found no expedient too re- 
volting for the accomplishment of political 
ends. Like Macbeth, he was "bloody, bold 
antl resolute," and his enemies passed be- 
fore his face like dew before the morning 
sun. 

Yet It may be urged that no other meth- 
ods than his would have availed to control 
the turbulent forces that compose Morocco 
life; his life, training and surroundings can- 
not be fairly judged by another race. He 
kept the country from revolution and from 
the hands of the spoilers; he endeavored In 
the only way he knew, to make It self Blip, 
porting, and he was tbe uncompromising 
foe of N'azareno aggression. In doing as he 
dlil ho at least kept faith with the grim 
master who at first put high power In his 
bands, and. perchance, fulfilled some vow 
made by the late sultan's death-bed, at 
which in' alone was present. 

His deatii at this crisis Is a most unfor- 
tunate circumstance, for the leading men 
of Morocco are fighting for their own ends. 
Tlie Idreesl Shereef, or the Grand Sherecf 
of Wazzan, who Is the protege of France, 
may. now the strong hand lies powerless, 
play Into th" bands of the great, unscrup- 
ulous Power thai is creeping from Ill-gov- 
erned, poverty-stricken Algeria towards 
the Atlas mountains.

Another 'ICIust ration That Truth Ie 
'Stranger Than Fiction. 

'Phe following incident in re&l life taken 
from a London exchange would seem in- 
credible if made part of the ; plot of a 
tragedy oil t he stage-: 

Hundreds of poopk 1 crowded to the 
funeral of a suicide tut Edmonton yester- 
day.

High words passed between 
them, and at length Mr. Murtis rushed 
upstairs, /took refuge in a room, and 
bolted the door.

It is a far cry to Kirriemuir, the fam- 
ous "Kailyaird" T,hrums, though when 
you reach Forfar, the train soon sweeps 
you round the curve oi' some seven miles 
and lands you at tho foot of "a stey 
brae." Nor is this the only hill you have 
to face in Thrums; it is "a toon o' braes." 
Kirriemuir may almost be said to be 
beautiful for situation; looking from the 
hill above the Quarries on a clear day 
the eye delights iu a stretch of fine 
scenery— from Perthwards round to 
Brechin. It is uot, however, tho coun- 
try round I have come to see, it is the 
town itself. Its size may be inconsider- 
able, but it bulks larger in public inter- 
est than bigger places. To be exact, the 
number of souls in it is 4,171), aud if 
the whole parish be included, the num- 
ber k 6,000; a cleanly, thriving, "wee 
toon." 1 iuyuired of an intelligent shop- 
Jcceper as to the meaning of "Kirrie;" 
as for "muir" (moor), I thought I knew 
what it meant. In saying this I soon 
found that I was speaking away from 
the book, for my interlocutor replied 
that the name had fully a dozen render- 
ings, from "Corrie Mohr," the Gaelic for 
"great corrie," or tho hollow between 
the hills, to Kerlymore, Kerimore, and 
so on till I cried, "Stop, stop, my friend 
1 give it up." But what about "Thrums?" 
"Oh, it's the strands or threads of yarn 
spun iuto thrums for weaving." The 
placer was once a hive of weavers, though 
I only heard tho click of the loom once 
that day. Let no one imagine, as I did, 
that it is an ancient-looking, old-world 
sort of town, with thatched houses, 
earthen floors, and tumbledown build-

Whether Mr. Barrie has reformed 
Thrums or not, I dare not aflirm any- 
thing, but that be has re-formed it is 
patent to all; he gave it renown, and it 
rose to the appreciation of its fame. Pil- 
grims come from all parts of Britain, as 
well as from the wide, wide world. One 
informant said: "They had crowds of 
Americans the last summer," and anoth- 
er declared that "a specuil train-full of 
Americans came one day from Perth," 
remarking that. "Mr. Barrio's books were 
bettor known in America than at home." 
So Thrums rises to the occasion, and an 
air of respectability pervades everything 
and every one; new red-sandstone houses 
face you wherever you turn; all is new 
"spic au' sjiun." The old Town House, 
with its square tower and outside stair 
on the ton; of w.hicb Babbie stood be- 
side the "little minister" as be cried to 
the rioters, "Lay down your weapons!' 
is gone, and on its site stands the brand 
new post olilce, a contrast to Lizzie Hnr- 
risonVi so-called bookseller's shop, the 
stock-in-trade of .which was not litera- 
ture, but "nlcknacks, from marbles up to 
concertinas," and where the inquiring 
Lizzie "steamed" the letters, learned 
every one's business, nnd then despatch 
ed tho letters at her leisure. 

Tho first thing was to see the square 
"packed away in the centre of Thrums;' 
the theatre not only of the riots, but of 
the life of the town, for every one gravi- 
tated thither; but to see it in its glory 
you must go to the weekly fair, or chief- 
est, to the great "Muckley" lair. There 
was no difficulty in finding the square, 
indeed, you cannot miss it, for if one 
may compare small places witli great, 
all reads lead to Rome, so in Thrums all 
wyuds and ways lead to the square, 
counted seven ways of access, and 
three lanes be reckoned, as I was told 
they may, then you have ten avenues of 
approach. But it is not the square Bar 
rie describes, where "the houses squeeze 
close to it like chickens clustering round 
a hen;" no, for new shops and building 
confront you whatever way you turn." 
A little distance down Bank street stood 
the Auid LkM Kink; I say -"stood," for 
it is gone now, und a new one stands on 
its site, with shops on the ground floor. 
True, the south gable is part of the old 
structure. The spire of the parish kirk 
obtrudes itself upon your vision where- 
over you are, so I went down the wynd 
from the square and wandered round 
tho kirkyard, seeing (in my mind) the 
"ancients" of the family with whom 
Snecky Hobart, the bellman, lived, fol- 
lowing "their favorite dissipation, all 
dressed in rusty Idacks, wtindering about 
among the grave stones." scenes when 
the scans wero "rouped" Quit up to auc- 
tion). 

But it was time I made my way to 
"Tile House on the Brae," where Jess 
sat for twenty years sewing and observ- 
ing the life of Thrums out of the win- 
dow. Going from the square by Baillie 
street, you descend a steep brae leading 
to the South-muir. The brae descended 
means the brae to climfb, and as we mount 
it the road sweeps round, with the "com- 
monity" on your right hand, and there 
before yo"u on the brow of the bill stands 
tlie whitewashed cottage; so steep is the 
brae that cyclists are warned not to ride 
dowu it. There, in tho gable-end is the 
one little window; so wee is it that Mr. 
Barrie speaks of it as "oue square foot 
of glass." With the aid of her husband, 
Hendry, and Leehy, her daughter, nnd 
"clutching her staff," she made her daily 
journey .from her bed to her chair at the 
window, and at nightfall back to bed. 
Like all the rest of Thrums, this cot- 
tage has been brought up-to-date; struc- 
turally, it is as it was; internally, it is 
renewed. I sat in tho 'Unit end" (kit- 
chen), where Hendry, Jess, nnd Leehy 
lived, nnd where the humorous and deep- 
ly pathetic scenes occurred described in 
that best of Barrio's books, "A Window 
in Thrums;" who can forget that touch- 
ing twentieth chapter, "The Last Night," 
and all that followed? 

I went "ben" to the parlor, where 
Hendry received his company, "Tibbie 
Mealmaker and her Man," to Jess' and 
Jjceby's consternation, us they were not 
•"redded up" for company; it was all 
trim and nice the day I stood there. Go- 
ing out through the well-kept garden and 
across the road, I came to Mr. Barrio's 
own house, the "gufohet" house, ns it is 
called in Scotland, the triangular point 
dividing two roads; a substantial-looking 
building where his father lives, and 
where he himself often conies. There 
was the room in which Margaret OgUvy 
died; and in that other room, Jane Aim, 
the best and bestsbeloved of daughters, 
died three days before her mother, n 
scene never to leave the memory of the 
readers of '"Margaret Ogilvy." I stood 
in the room where she sat with her New 
Testament on her knee; or maybe she 
wits buried in 'The Master of Ballan- 
trae," or in "Carlyle;" in this room, nnd 
at that table the famous son wrote the 
"Anld Licht Idylls." Nor was it a small 
treat to see the very tine photograph of 
mother and daughter together, and I yen 



tured to say: "Would that Mr. Barrie 
hud given us that as a froutis[ricee to* 
•.Margaret Ogilvy.' " Iu "A Window iu 
Thrums," we are told that it is only a 
cry from the cottage to T'uowhead Farm, 
that is over the hill iu "a bee-line." That 
was oue of the places I must see, for 
have I not laugued heuriiiy time and' 
again as I have read that most humorous, 
bit of writing 1 kuow of, "The Court- 
ing o' T'nowhead's Bell," chapter eight 
of "Auld Licht Idylls"? The whole in- 
imitable comedy rose up before uie as I 
went up the brae to Tammaa McQu- 
butty's farmstead, saying to myself that 
if any one reads that chapter without a 
good laugh, it is because he cannot laugh.. 

My next point of attraction was the 
Den. 1 had ibeen told that keeping to 
the burnside 1 should iu a few minute* 
come to the mouth of the Hen, at the 
head of which 1 should see the. Cuttie 
Well, the Lair, and by climbing the 
steps, 1 should be on the border of the 
Caddam Wood, and iu a few minutes 
would reach the Windyghoul. Ou en- 
tering the glen, the cliff or hill on either 
side, crowned with pines or lirs, nar- 
rowed in. Iu the midst wus a long 
stretch of smooth green sward, and the 
head of the Den is shaded, almost en- 
veloped, by trees. J utt here ou your left 
is the fumous Cuttie Well, now covered 
in and dry; "It is toom now," remarked 
u native. The mistress of the house 
asks you at tea, "Is your cup toom?" 
(empty). This was formerly a magic 
well to the lovers of Thrums; here their 
fate was often spelled out. Mounting 
the brae by the steps, you are soon iu 
Caddam Wood, where Mr. Disliart first 
met the Egyptian, a meeting portrayed 
with all Mr. Barrio's vividness on pages 
48-9 of "The Little Minister." Here,, 
too, was the Windyghoul, au avenue 
through woods up which he pursued the 
bewitching Babbie, aud though he sought 
her at every turn and behind the trees 
"till his boots were chirpiug aud his 
trousers streaked with mud, he found 
her not; she had eluded him and skipped 
over the hill to blow the horn. 

Standing at the head of the Den by 
the Lair, and close to the Cuttie Well, 
and the Shoagingstnue, what reader of 
•'Sentimental Tommy" (the truest and 
best exposition of the boy-nature from 
the interior we have could help recalling 
the uuthor's own description of the Den 
on pages 05-0, and humorous scenes of 
the "Siege of Thrums." Very uuturully 
I came from the Deu over the hill by 
way of the Double Dykes, though 1 
found no trace of the house of the 
Painted Lady, down the Roods into the 
square. My next objective was "The 
Tenements," in which was the house 
where Mr. Barrie was born, and just 
opposite was the Auld Licht Manse. 1 
chanced upon an old lady of eighty, who 
told me many things of the earlier life of 
Margaret Ogilvy, us well as of the 
sharp lad, her son, now so famous. The 
manse once overlooked the town, though, 
not now, for a row of villas obstructs the 
view, but there it stands on a gentle 
slope, enlarged, whitewashed, aud a 
muuse no longer. I went through the 
door in the wall, and saw the garden 
(nearly all turned into a lawn now) and 
the "summer-seat," where the memor- 
able night interview between Babbie and 
the "little minister" took pluce. 

But I dared not linger; was theTO not 
the cemetery to be seen, and the quarry 
where Margaret Ogilvy's father worked, 
the "weather-beaten mason" with the 
"ever-hunting boast" (cough), and "a 
great stoop in the Auld Licht Kirk"? I 
must also trace the way- over the hill 
alon K which Margaret, the old mason's 
child-housekeeper, used to skip and run,, 
singing as she went, with her father's 
dinner in a flagon (a tin can , "gleefully 
swinging it round fc jumping the burn,, 
and measuring the jump with her eye." 
The cemetery is up on the slope of the 
hill, oil' the Brechin road, and is finely 
luid out; not "the homely, quiet ceme- 
tery of the hillside." that poor Jean bab- 
bled about iu her dying hours in London, 
I stood beside the grave of Margaret 
Ogilvy, aud her dear daughter, Jane 
Aim, and read on the granite headstone 
the names of the Barries lying there. I 
stood for a moment before the tomb- 
stone of a Doctor Mill, who had long 
been the town's friend aud physician, and 
wondered if this was the prototype of the 
Doctor McQueen of "The Little Minis- 
ter aud "Sentimental Tommy." Re- 
luctantly I turned stationwards, for my 
day was gone. I would fain have gone 
up Glen Quharity, to tho Spittal, Cor- 
tachy, the home of the Ogilvye" 'The 
Bonnie House o' Airlie," but this had 
to be left in the long, long list of un- 
attained and unaccomplished .things —X

Hope That Undesired Moustache Will 
Wither Away in Searching Ituys. 

It seems that the office of barber-surgeon 
Ih about to be revived again, nnd that under 
distinguished auspices. At the London Hos- 
pital for Diseases of the Skin, In Fltroy- 
square, a correspondent of The Pall Mall 
Gazette has just witnessed a moBt Interest- 
ing series of demonstrations. A poor wo- 
man who had Buffered from that most ter- 
rible affliction, for one of her sex, a well- 
grown benrd and moustache, wns placed 
on a couch; her eyes and face were covered 
with a leaden mask in which wns an aper- 
ture, and the chest was also protected by a 
metallic covering. There was a buzzing 
noise as the electric current was turned on, 
and the darkened room wns lit by the 
ghostly, greenish light of the Ilontgen rays. 
For some fifteen minutes the patient lay 
quiescent, while the rnys played on the 
aperture In the mask, Immediately over the 
thick tuft of hnlr that was to be destroyed. 
Then the patient rose from the couch, the 
operation for thai day h Vug complete. 
"Had yon nnv ilb-.tg- r'' .• .ir painful feel- 
ings?" I asked. "Nunc at a ;.." was the re- 
ply. 

This woman, with a worn-looking, patient 
face, which told of years of work and pos- 
sible privation, told me that her disfigure- 
ment had been a groal hindrance to her In 
obtaining a situation. A great portion of 
the beard on one side of the face had al- 
ready disappeared; It had died away like 
sun-dried liny, as the doctor said. 

There are many women, young and old. 
In England, who nre afflicted this way— 
young women who lead secluded lives, nnd 
old women who rarely creep out Into the 
sunlight; rich women, who are debarred 
from society, nnd poor women who arc ham- 
pered In the earning of their bread. 1 trust 
that for these a brighter day has dawned. 
For some years It hns beeu observed that 
those who worked with the Ilontgen rays 
were apt to lose the hnlr ou the backs of 
their hands. This was the first hint of the 
theraputlc value of the X-rays. ISchlff, of 
Vienna, was one of the first to use them In 
medicine, but I believe that the present In- 
stallation Is the first Hint has been placed 
In any hospital In England for the use of 
the poor, for "hlrsutles," ns It Is f-iUivi,
